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Specification 

6. The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting 
any errors of which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

7. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

a. the drawing figures and specification are poorly correlated. The 
specification refers to figures that do not exist such as Figures 6a, 6b, 8a f and 8b. The 
description of Figure 7 on page 3 of the specification describes an electrical block 
diagram, yet the diagram is shown in Figure 8. Figures 9 and 10 are present on the 
drawing sheets yet no description of these Figures exists. These deficiencies are not all 
inclusive - the "Brief Description of the Drawings" and "Mode for the Invention" sections 
of the specification require extensive revision. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

8. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1 .72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required . The PCT abstract (on the 
front page of the published document) is not a proper IFW abstract. 

9. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed (MPEP 606.01 ). The title 
should be drawn to the claimed centrifuge.

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Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph 

1 0. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out 
and distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his 
invention. 

1 1 . Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1: to provide positive antecedent basis for "the bucket seated on the upper 
sensing plate" in line 8, it is suggested that in line 6, insert --and seat- after "isolate". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

12. Claims 1-2 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 because the prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a 
centrifuge with the recited upper sensing plate, weight sensing means, position sensing 
means, lift means, and control means. 

Conclusion 

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

The cited prior art discloses rotor-balancing arrangements.
